Municipal Report: | 
Reserve’ Funds Carefully Kept 


For Use in ‘Dry’ 

Whenever public agencies start, 
making up budgets to guide their | 
fiscal operations, the word “re- 
serve” comes into use. 

Whether or not the public agen- 
ey in question should carry a big} 
reserve or a small reserve usually 
gets argued at some length; how} 
it can be protected from becoming 
a slush fund, open to plundering, 
is also a matter of study and tax- 
payers, viewing the item in news 
stories about the budget, wonder 
why it has to be there at all. 

A reserve—at least one special 
type of reserve—can prove a very 
useful thing and can even save 
noney for the taxpayers, accord- 
ng to John Richert, business man- 
ager for the Menlo Park Elemen- 
tary School District. 

The term means, in its rawest 
sense, that a reserve in the bud- 
get is something like money in 
the bank. It should be used for 
emergencies. 

Public agencies don’t normally 
use the term in such literal strict 
sense, however. 

In the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District, for instance, there 
are two types of “reserves” into 
which funds can be paid. There’s 
a “general” reserve and there’s an 
“undistributed” reserve. 

Both types are carefully defined 
in the California School Account- 
ing Manuel, an 84-page document 
put out by the state department 
of education, which governs ac- 
counting procedures so they’ll be 
uniform throughout the state. 

The “undistributed” reserve 
is one, according to this volume, 
in which money which may be 
needed for other accounts can 
be kept. Unexpected rises in 
prices of materials used, and so 
forth, make it advisable to have 
such monies available, 

The “general” reserve is even 
more closely defined. According 
to the manual, the general reserve | 
is “that portion of the budgeted 
income provided to meet the cash 
requirements of the fiscal year 
subsequent to the budget year, 
prior to the receipt of taxes.” 

This means, among __ other 
things, that money put into this 
reserve can’t be spent during the 
year it’s collected. 

But the phrase, “prior to the 
receipt of taxes,” is actually the 
key. 

Most public agencies—school 
districts among them—experience 
“dry” periods each year, between 
receipt of funds from semi-annual 
collections of tax moneys. 

The Menlo Park School District, 
like many others in the county, 


has to borrow money from the 
county to tide if over these 
periods. Last year, it borrowed 
$170,000 and paid interest of 


$1035 for the use of the money. 
If the district had had $170,000 
in reserve from a previous year, 


it would not have incurred the 
interest cost. And nine months 


of the year, according to Richert, 
the district could itself loan the 
money out, gathering more in- 
terest and therefore more money 
for support of the schools. 

“Of course there’s the consider- 
ation that the taxpayers might be 


able to invest the money better 
themselves, if it's left in their 
hands,” Richert observes. 


This is one of the philosoph- 
ical considerations in school dis- 
trict budgeting: After all, it’s 
the taxpayers’ money and even 
if operating taxes have to be a 
littie higher, shouldn’t the tax- 
payers be ‘entitled to invest 
their own money, rather than 
have it taken from them for a 
“reserve” which smooths things 
out for the public agency. 

On the other hand, any money 
put into the general reserve can 
be regarded as sacred. It isn’t go- 
ing to get away, or be siphoned 
off for expedient projects. And 
it pays interest when not in use 
by the school district, thereby do- 
ing well for the taxpayers.

If this money was put in a gen- 
eral reserve, it would go a long 
way toward building of a fund 
with which the district could do 
its own banking. 

Since all public agencies are af- 
fected the same way, with “dry” 
periods between semi-annual re- 
ceipt of tax collections, there’s 
been talk of collecting taxes on a 
quarterly basis. 

Whether this would solve the 
problem is unknown; there 
hasn’t been enough experience 
to tell. 

In the meantime, there are 
those who feel that a reserve 
which equals about one-sixth of 
any current year’s budget is a 

little high, and there are others 
who think that the paying money 
to one public agency, the county 
treasurer, as interest for the use 
of money which ultimately came 
from the taxpayers is the wrong

Health and Welfare Department 


Budget Is 


Big, Complicated

There are so many pages of fig- 
ures listed in the county budget 
for the health and welfare depart- 
ment we again tried to find why 
this department has become such 
a headache to the taxpayers from 
a paying issue. 

The H-W division has a tidy lit- 
tle $810,210 total for general oper- 
ations. The total two years ago 
was. only $677,769.89. 

Salaries alone have increased in 
those two years from $443,102.29 to 
$516,880. 

Here are a few more of the sub- 
totals in the over-all budget: $17,- 
725 for maintenance and opera- 
tion, $29,604 for contractual serv- 
ices including $11,475 for tele- 
phone and telegraph, $30,082 for 
mileage and travel as well as $1,- 
915 for convention expenses. There 
‘s a “small” item of $13,075 for 
professional services, $1,000 for 
tuberculosis drugs, and $170,000 
for aid to crippled children. 

One can see that the depart- 
ment must be plagued by reports 
and more reports from the state

There 
is a small item of $962 for three 
typewriters and another for $24,- 
154 for more typewriters. A card 
file costs $285, a chaise lounge 
$165, setees $296 and on to $618 
for a serological water bath. No 
doubt these and other supplies 
listed in the budget were war- 
ranted. We notice there were 
net too many items requested 
that were not approved. 

Busines administration for the 
same department runs to $223,280, 
and is a new division set up the 
last two years. 

The initial budget shown was 
$60.817.34 for the last six months 
of 1957 and $85,146 for January to 
June of this year for a total of 
$145,963.34 as against the budgeted 
$140,283. 

The annual increase is approx- 
imately $80,000 in a year. Here 
we find $205,235 for salaries and 
$1,256 for extra help. Here we 
again find travel and mileage, 
$117, and travel and convention 
$450. Special jobs (whatever they 
are) are listed at $5000. This de- 
partment too, needs typewriters— 
to the extent of $2,414, 

Continuing with the health- 
welfare division, we run into the 
budget for the county sanator- 
ium. Here permanent positions 
have a salary total of $425,792 as 
compared to $349,928.22 two 
years ago. There are three pages 
of listed expenditures, but a few 
that interest us would include 
$10,565 for gas and electricity, 
$13.194 for laundry, $18,638 for 
building maintenance, $12,536 
for medical suppdlies and $15,835 
for drugs and chemicals. f 

The food bill is something, too 

$66,435-—including kitchen sup- 
vlies and repairs. Groceries, for 
example, run to $15,755, dairy 
products $19,536, fruits and vege- 
fables $6.302 and meats, fish and 
ooultry, $21,427, Special diet foods 
undoubtedly run up these bills 
considerably and the increase of 
$11,000 in two years probably re- 
flects the natural cost of living 
increases that everyone feels. 

Of course the biggest operation 
in Community Hospital where the 
hudget for 1953-59 runs to a whop- 
ping $2,062,660. Here we- find 
wages for permanent positions to- 
taling $1,475,123, plus $17,255 for 
extra help. 

A few of the sub-totals show 
%4'7.180 for contractual services, 
$17,415 for administration, $110,- 
09 for food. $77.260 for house- 
keeping, $88,662 for plant, build- 
ings and grounds, $286,517 for 
medical supplies. Equipment and 
supply purchases total $61,125. 

We know figures of this kind 
are boring, but that is the only 
way to find out where your tax 
dollars go. Part of the increase 
for this division vi.s made nec. 
essary by additional quarters at 
the county hospital and—along 
with other county—the wage in- 
crease granted. 

There is little any one can do, it 
seems, to cut down the bill for the 
county hospital. One thing is cer- 
tain, more people who are taking 
advantage of the services should 
be made to pay the bill. There ‘is 
ho way to collect from those un- 
able to pay, but’the records will 
show that many families could 
care for their own instead of 
throwing the burden onto the pub- 
lic. 

The new mental health division 
which was started this last year, 
has jumped to a budget of $417,- 
735 for its second year. The total 
spent las year was only $121,276.- 
85, so here is about one third of 
a million dollars added to last 
year’s spending program. The 
adult psychiatric clinie was in for 
$65,677 last year but was combinh- 
ed with the child guidance clinic 
for 1958-59 for a total of $62,273. 

We haven’t touched on the de- 
pendent children’s home. Crystal 
Springs Home, medical surgical 
outpatient clinic or the gigantic 
social welfare bureau. b 

All told the health and welfare 
division with its many facets, takes 
up about one-half of the combined 
county budget. It has been thus 
for years and we can expect this 
»yart of our social living advantages 
to keep climbing and climbing. 

Despite the almost three million 
increase in the total budget, there 
still is no indication of what the 
tax boost for 1958-59 will be. Final 
assessment figures as well as cash 
balances are still to be determined 
and will have a strong hand in de- 
ciding the final figure.

Park, there are no places in the 
dowtown area where flags may 
easily be flown, Nor are there 
sidewalk sockets for temporary 
flagpoles. 

“We think, however,” he ad- 
ded, “that there are many resi- 
dents who have, somewhere 
around the house, the Stars and 
Stripes.” They should get them 
in readiness and display them 
properly when the comrades of 
the 319th, who have managed to 
stay together all these years, ga- 
ther here again.” 

He added that it is the last 
time that the familiar 48-star 
banner under which the 319th 
marched, can be used for a re- 
union by the group. Next July 
4th, with Alaska becoming a 
state in the meantime, the offi- 


cial emblem of the 
States will have 49 stars.

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Garden Column: 


lris Are True 
Gardening Joy, 
Say Nurserymen 


A true joy of gardening in Cali- 
fornia are the tall boarded iris, 
those wonderfully conspicuous 
flags of our spring gardens. If 
they are, as the saying goes, truly 
the poor man’s orchid, they will 
also enrich the life of any man 
who grows them. 

For plants just don’t come 
easier to care for. And few plants 
reward you more, however much 
care you might give them. When 
you’ve once grown some of the 
new varieties, you'll not be satis- 
fied to garden without them 
again. 

Nurserymen report that there 
are several new pinks available 
this year. These striking plants, 
with their tangerine-orange 
beards, are the end product of 
the hybridist’s art which has 
brought the bearded iris from its 
stubby original state and unin- 
teresting color to its present 
breath-taking form. 

The two most important in- 
gredients of success with beard- 
ed iris are good drainage and 
adequate sun. Wet feet will 
cause rhizome rot and too much 
Shade will result in fine foliage 
with no flowers. 

These iris are indifferent to 
soil. They will grow in alkaline, 
neutral or acid soil, but do best 
where soil is either neutral or 
very slightly on the acid side. And 
if the soil is very sandy, humus 
should be added. 

JUST DIGGING 

In most gardens the iris bed 
will need no preparation except 
digging before you plant. 

If you plant iris where they 
are apt to be overwatered—near 
a lawn or more thirsty shrubs— 
they will be better off with their 
backs exposed than under an inch 
of moisture retaining soil. 

In planting, spread the roots so 
that they tend downward and firm 
the soil about the rhizome. Re- 
member that iris are fast growers 
and that they grow forward and 
out from the fan end of thé rhi- 
zome. For that reason, to avoid 
cramping, plant with the fans fac- 
ing away from each other as much 
as possible, never toward each 
other. On hillsides, plant them 
facing up to avoid danger of their 
growing right out of the soil. 
Water them into settle the soil, 
but thereafter water only infre
